He is ham- 
pered by no promises and Arthur's interference in 
the politics of New York state and city will doubt- 
less prove a sufficient warning to him against his 
pursuance of a similar course, and his presence in 
tbe powerful office he now holds changes his posi- 
tion entirely as regards Senator Platt, Governor 
Odell and in fact the entire Republican organiza- 
tion.

Geog- 
raphy alone made Denver and Salt l«ake and geog- 
raphy must make Reno. 


The presence of a business agent of a great rail- 


way company in our midst is an encouraging sign 
that rates will be adjusted to Reno's advantage.
